FROLINAT OFFICIAL NOTES LIBYAN LINTENTLONS TOWARDS CHAD 


Paris AFRIQUE DEFENSE in French Aug 80 p 48 


[Text] After having given an exclusive interview on Tuesday 24 June 1980 

to the largest French television network, Mr Chaibo Bichara, president of 

the revolutionary democratic council of the armed forces of Frolinat and 
director of the FROLINAT bureau in Trivoli (Libya), repeated his statements 
before a half-dozen expectant journalists with a certain degree of caution, 
with Ibrahim Ous..i.n at his side. Ousman is FROLINAT'S military man. The 
organization, created in 1966, once held together the majority of the leaders 
of the different Chadian factions which today are contending for power. At 
the time of unity, this organization had succeeded in overthrowing the regime 
in place in Ndjamena. 


It is apparently because he no longer shares Colonel Qadhdhafi's aims with 
regard to Chad that Mr Chaibo Bichara has denounced the methods employed by 

the Libyan leader. According to him, one foreign army should not replace 
another. "The French left, it's not so that the Libyans should take their 
place." He confirmed again that he himself and his organization had worked 

for President Qadhdhafi, quite simply because it was the country that most 
readily supplied its aid in arms and equipment of every kind to revolutionaries 
of every hue. Having turned sides, Mr Bichara disclosed that Colonel Qadhdhafi 
was the victim of an attempted assassination perpetrated by one of his aides 

de camp. The Libyan colonel was allegedly wounded in the right shoulder, and 
it was on 7 June 1980, at the time of their last meeting, that Mr Chaibo 
Bichara observed this wound. 


Colonel Qadhdhafi's goal, according to the president of the Frolinat revolu- 
tionary council, is to create a Saharan islamic Republic that would include 
Chad, Niger, Mali, and Senegal, with the help of an army of "hostage soldiers" 
recruited in these various countries, and led by Livyans. 


An Islamic Army 


The head of this army is supposed to be Maqyl Ahmat, president of the democratic 
revolutionary council and minister of foreign affairs in Chad. Now this man 








is accused of treason by Mr Chaibo Bichara, He has reportedly been dismissed 
after being judged. Enlargements of photocopies of this judgment were given 
to the press. 


The Islamic army is now supposed to have 5,000 men. A special section is 
reportedly composed of Libyans of the black race who are in possession of 
African passports of Chadian, Mali, and Niger nationality, Their special 
expertise is supposed to be terrorism, In Tripoli, rebel chiefs as well as 
"diplomats" are lodged at the Beach Hotel, and Colonel Qadhdhafi is alleged 
to have frequent contact with them while he regularly refuses to receive 
official diplomats from the different African countries who come regularly 

to Tripoli. Mr Bichara also said that he hemself stayed in this hotel, in 
room 813. He continued: "The Beach Hotel is the Africa of which Qadhdhafi 
dreams, an lslamic Africa at his disposal. The members of this army are 
trained by Libyan officers. Two companies invaded Chada at Zouar, another is 
presently 150 km from Ndjamena. Ome of the units has the Libyan commander 
Hireme in charge, a man who directly receives his orders from Tripoli by radio. 
This is an officer who was once a member of the neutral force which had been 
sent to Ndjamena, which enabled him to effect reconnaissance in the field..." 


Three French Pilots Prisoners? 


According to Mr Chaibo Sichara, 3 French pilots are presently detained by 

the Libyans at Kerzo, in the desert, 500 km south of Sebha. The three are 
Michel Winter, 48, Philippe Toulu, 28, and Roland Raucoules, 43. They landed 
at Zouar on 23 July 1978, on the occasion of a mission which consisted in 

an operation of airplane and installation sabotage on the then-I rench base 

at Ndjamena. The commando leader was Mr Chaibo Bichara. The operation was 
cancelled because of bad weather. Subsequently, the French were detained, 
according to Mr Bichara, at Kerzo. He reported seeing them several weeks 
ago. 


Libyan Colonel Masoud, the prefect of the region, is specially responsible 

for guarding them. The morale of the prisoners is reportedly as bad as can 
be. Deprived of all means of communication with the outside, they are totally 
isolated and think that no one is concerned about them, believing they are 
dead. 


Finally, Mr Chaibo Bichara vowed to return to the fight at the head of his 
army (2,000 men) into Chadian territory, but he was unwilling to specify which 
one of the two main opposing Chadian factions he intended to join.

EQUATORIAL GUINEA 


SPANISH=EQUATORIAL GUINEAN RELATLONS CONSOLIDATED 
Madrid ABC in Spanish 2 Aug 80 p 12

[Text] Madrid--Ore year after the takeover of power in Equatorial Guinea 
by the Supreme Military Council, relations between Madird and Malabo are 
now fully consolidated. The firet act under this new climate was that of 
the Equatorial Guinean military figu.ces who sought Spanish assistance after 
the coup d'etat. 


Initially, the Spanish authorities were surprised by the request because 
it was a unique case in the history of the youthful black continent. 
Throughout the whole process of decolonization, and after a period of 
torturous upheaval, Guinea is the only country which came back and asked 
for the full cooperation of the former metropolis in order to enable it 
to get out of the difficulties in which it found itself. 


This appeal for help was all the more astounding because, while retaining 
to the full the cultural and linguistic heritage left by Spain, Guinea was 
in a zone of French influence. (The French ambassador was the only Western 
diplomat who remained in Malabo during the last years of Macias’ regime.) 
However the authorities, and particularly the president, did not hesitate 
to seek Madrid's help. 


From the outset, Madrid's assistance has been both generous and impartial. 
Moreover, it has had to overcome a good many of the problems common to the 
majority of the nations of Black Africa: corruption, transport difficulties, 
inefficient administration (in the case of Guinea an absolute lack of any 
“administration” per se), tribal wars and rivalries between international 
organizations. 


Once the initial stage of emergency had been overcome, Spanish collaboration 
became a reality under the coordination of Ambassador Graullera, the real 
architect of the excellent relationship between Madrid and Malabo. 











In this past year, the most striking accomplishments were those in the 

public health and educational sectors, From an entirely disastrous situa- 
tion, with the world's poorest indices, Guinea has now achieved an acceptable 
rating. The same can be said of instruction, there being some schools which 
normally provide classes up to the COU, 


At present, the fruit of Spanish-Guinean cooperation, without any exaggera- 
tion, may well be regarded as a "third path” in the relationship of Western 
nations with Black Africa,

CSM'S GOALS: ECONOMIC LIBERATION, POLITICAL NORMALIZATION

[Text] Madrid--Economic liberation--essential to the rebirth of Guinea--and 
political normalization are regarded as the major achievements of the Supreme 
Military Council, over which Obiang Nguema now presides, 1 year after Macias 
was ousted, 


Unlike the experience of the Central African Republic and Uganda, Macias’ 
fall from power in Guinea took place without a bloodstained "settlement 

of accounts." Whereas Bokassa and Amin, in their respective places of 
exile, still toy with the desire to recapture their power some day, the 
military in Guinea over a period of 12 months have regained credibility for 
Guinea in Africa and the country has been able to return to its proper 
place among the coastal nations of West Africa. 


Of the triumvirate which was formed at the very beginning, President Nguema 
now appears to be the undisputed leader of the military council. Salvador 
Ela, vice president at the outset, is currently Malabo's ambassador to 
Beijing, an important position to ensure maintenance of the cordial rela- 
tions existing between the two countries. At present, the two vice presi- 
dents of the council are Maye and Oyo, and following upon these changes, 
the council has remained entirely harmonious, despite the diverse tendencies 
of its members. It was only the strong personality of the president, and 
his enlightened views as to the path to follow in order to reconstruct the 
nation, that facilitated the easing of those natural tensions over the past 
12 months. 


For the moment, a return to the barracks figures among the council's goals. 
The holding of elections remains a target of secondary importance in rela- 
tion to the huge task still to be carried out in the country. Nevertheless, 
Obiang Nguema emphasized that the military are ready to return to the 
barracks as soon as it becomes feasible. They now constitute the main 
foundation for the nation, and the president of the military council hopes 
that within a period of at least 5 years *he proper conditions will come 
about to make this political development possible. 











Economic Liberation 


However, the spirit of national reconciliation is a fact and appears to be 
the goal of the military men who are arduously engaged in implanting a 
system of human rights, Hence, the concern in judging those responsible 
for the tyrannical regime which held sway in Guinea, This is a case which 
in the true African context is abnormal and therefore should be discarded, 


In the reorganization of political and economic life, the most significant 
progress is undoubtedly the “green light" given by the military council to 

the program of economic liberalization. Accompanied by a somewhat problem- 
atic direction, and 6 months of study, it constitutes a unique example in 
black Africa and affords an accurate notion of the principles which inspire 
President Obiang in his activities, This measure is being completed with 
approval of the first budget, establishing a Limitation on public expenditure. 


The results of this action will become evident quite soon, with the greater 
freedom of trade and, above all, the disappearance from the outset of 
corruption, which is entirely Logical. 


The economic program is quite simple and in its broad outline resembles 
our stablization plan. It accepts freedom to import and establishes a 
simple tax system, including an item covering exports of timber, cacao and 
coffee and some customs duties. 


Agricultural Outlook 


The economic measures are to be adopted in conjunction with a progressive 
normalization of all sectors of Guinean life. Obiang Nguema's major concern 
was to expand relations with the nearest neighboring countries. His trips 

to Gabon, the Cameroon and Nigeria enabled him to take up with his colleagues 
the most pressing problems of his administration. As a result of his 
meetings, the Nigerian authorities seem to have become less fearful of the 
new administration in Guinea and might reach an agreement for the progressive 
return of labor to Bioko Island. 


In fact, the return of the Nigerian workers would serve to increase the 
well-grounded hopes already felt with regard to cacao production, which is 
expected in 1980-81 to exceed the previous year's levels. Guinea's other 
great natural resource in the continental area, timber, is also giving rise 

to considerable optimism in connection with its development over the short 
term. All these cheerful prospects are associated with the devaluation of 

the ekuele (2 ekueles equal 1 Spanish peseta) and a rational economic pro- 
gram, providing an essential basis for the credibility of Guinea's authorities. 


In short, it is a remarkable effort and one which has been assisted by an 
outstanding Spanish contribution, characterized by nonearmarked assistance. 
It is a contribution which Madrid has wished to emphasize on this first 
anniversary of “the liberty coup" with the presence of an important dele- 
gation, under the leadership of Vice President [as published] Guitierrez 
Mellado.

STRENGTHENING OF RELATIONS WITH IRAQ REPORTED 
Friendly Relations With Iraq 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR=-MATIN in French 23 Jul 80 pp 1-2 


(Text | "Iraq knows how to properly use the profit from its petroleum, 
There are no ostentatious expenditures to buy, for example, summer homes 
on the Riviera. Everything is rational and the efforts focus on the 
country's industrialization and development, whether in industry or agri- 
culture... ." 


That is how the noted leader of the Malagasy people, President Didier 
Ratsiraka, summed up his impressions following his 4 day official visit 
to Iraq, last November, on the invitation of President Saddam Hussein. 


As we know, Iraq celebrated its national holiday last 16 July which was 
noted in Antananarivo with a big reception at the Madagascar Hilton given 
by His Excellency Kassab Ihsan. 


On that occasion we discussed with His Excellency Kassab Ihsan a variety 
of matters and, specifically, ILraq-Malagasy cooperation. 


Let us begin, however, with a short description of Iraq which covers most 
of Mesopotamia stretching from the south to the southwest of Asia. it is 
a country whose wealth is based on petroleum (3.5 million barrels per day 
or a national income of $30 million per year per capita), but which also 
has major mineral resources such as phosphates, natural gas, cobalt, 
sulphur and iron. . . . Added to this are farm products such as rice, 
fruits, wheat, and vegetables, used to feed its 14 million people. 


Iraq, a very rich Arab country, is, like us, building socialism. 


As His Excellency Kassab Ihsan pointed out, the Iraqi revolution began in 
1958 when King Faysal Il was overthrown because of a policy which was too 
favorable to the imperialists, for the Bagdad regime was still dominated 
by the British. 
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Yer, it was only in 1968, having truly tound its way, that iraq undertook 
the process of building socialism, 


Twelve years of building socialism have passed, This is a short time but, 
in terms of traq, it represents a major step torward both on the nat tonal 
level, with the nationalization of petroleum companies, as internationally. 


It was in 1968, in face, that its foreign policy specifically adopted an 
anti=-imperialist, anti-Zionist, anticolonialist, and anti-apartheid policy, 
favoring Arab unity and freedom. Actually, the National Front--the BAATH 
Party--concretized this position by supporting, on different levels, 
liberation movements in the Arab world, in African nations, and in South 
American countries, and, particularly, of the Palestinians and a black 
majority of South Africa. These liberation movements, as an Iraqi diplo- 
mat specified, are represented in Bagdad, 


This Iraqi effort of establishing friendly and fraternal ties with the 
African countries is translated, on the economic level, by cooperation 
with the African states, specifically those who have "extracted" their 
independence in favor of their development and improvement of population 
living conditions; it is a cooperation which is generally, if not always, 
to the advantage of the beneficiaries. ... 


In a word, Iraq and Madagascar have similar views on various global, 
economic, or political problems. This explains the fraternal friendship 
which exists between our two chiefs of state, proclaimed in the course of 
the official visit paid by President Didier Ratsiraka to Iraq, noted by 
the signing of a first cooperation agreement between our two countries. 


President Didier Ratsiraka himself had stated, arriving in Ivato, that 

", « « The positive aspect of the signing of this agreement for economic, 
technical, scientific, and cultural cooperation is unquestionable. How- 
ever, we should not ignore the attached communique which deals, in par- 
ticular, with the political and ideological aspects... . 


It is thus that two advantageous loans were granted Madagascar to finance 
development projects: $10 million in December 1979, and $30 million this 
year. The chief of state specified that, "This is a tangible proof of 

the Iraqi desire to participate in our development, the more so since the 
interest charged on such loans is far below those of conventional loans." 


Currently, with the opening of the Iraqi Embassy in Antananarivo and the 
appointment of His Excellency Kassab Ihsan as resident ambassador, Iraqi- 
Malagasy cooperation has been seriously started. This is a cooperation 
aimed at sustaining the legitimate development efforts of the fraternal 
countries who are proud of their independence and sovereignty. 


However, we already know that Iraq is selling to us between 450,000 and 
650,000 tons of petroleum annually. There already are Malagasy students 
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training in lraq. Ilraq is already considering buying from us cottee and 
vanillas « « + 


‘My main role in your beautiful country,” the Iraqi diplomat said, "is to 
see how this cooperation agreement between our two countries is bein 
implemented in the various areas and also to study Malagasy realities and 
needs. President Didier Ratsiraka is very well known in Iraq and we must 
promote a better acquaintanceship between our two nations. .. "

Reviewing cultural relations between the two countries, both agreed to 
study jointly the means for extending and strengthening cooperation in 
this area with a view to developing a better knowledge of their reciprocal 
cultures. 


Minister Rabesahala then received His Excellency Alkassab, with whom she 
discussed the various aspects of cultural cooperation between Madagascar 
and Iraq, a cooperation which should complete the economic and 
commercial relations already established between the two countries.

At home it is unlikely that the ruling DTA would want to enter either 
international talks on the future of the country or enter a foreign super- 
vised election; it is too busy consolidating itself here. 


The SA Government is equally nonchalant; it is too busy sorting itself 
out to worry too much about SWA. It has relatively cold feet after the 
Zimbabwe fiasco; it knows that economic sanctions cannot be effectively 
imposed against SA and it wants to buy as much time as possible for the 
moderate forces in SWA, 


On the other side of the fence President Jimmy Carter has more on his 
plate for the moment than he can handle. He is weak on foreign policy as 
it is and the last thing he needs at this stage is for SWA to sink him. 


The British and French governments would seemingly prefer to have the 
status quo maintained; they don't want to be squeezed in having to choose 
between SA or the Third World and sanctions against SA or no sanctions. 


The West German Government doesn't seem to know what it wants while the 
Canadian Government never really has been a factor in the SWA issue. 


Also significant is the unusual silence of the Frontline States and SWAPO, 


The Frontline States no doubt would like to have a head on military con- 
frontation but they also realise how disastrous this could be for them- 
selves; they could be swept off their feet at worst and face famine at 
best. 
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And as for “WAPO, it is presently licking its wounds; it is hardly in a 
position to want an election now. 


The SWA issue has drawn on for more than 30 years and is likely to do so 
for another 30, 


And more is the pity.

REDUCTION IN FRENCH TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE PERSONNEL ANNOUNCED 


Gradual Withdrawal

[Text] By the terms of the plan to deflate French technical assistance, agreed 
upon jointly with France, the Senegalese Government between now and 1985 is 
going to make a considerable reduction in the number of French advisers, of 
whom 85 to 90 percent are serving in [the department of] national education. 
From the present 1,498, the number will be reduced to 542, for a decrease of 
63 percent. 


This was revealed to us by the minister of planning and cooperation, during 
an interview he just gave us. According to Mr Louis Alexandrenne, this 
decrease in technical assistance will result in appreciable savings. 


In 1980-81, the departure of 120 technical advisers will produce a savings 
of 620 million CFA francs; in 1982: 635 million, and in 1982-83, the 
elimination of 250 positions for advisers will permit a savings totalling 
1,250 billion. Which means that in 1985, the cumulative total of technical 
assistance positions will have meant a savings of 4.8 billion francs. 


These measures, /"which are implemented with discernment and lucidity"/ in 
the very words of Mr Louis Alexandrenne, take into account the young 
graduates leaving the training schools and the cadres which, in gaining 
positions of responsibility will have the opportunity to come in contact 
with technical assistants in order to acquire the professional experience 
they need. 


For this training of our national cadres, France his moreover granted 
Senegal an envelope of 2 billion francs CFA, which will enable it tc replace 
French advisers little by little with competent cadres. However, there is 
always the possibility of having recourse to short-duration missions, for 
specific projects for the realization of which the French Government can 
place experts at Senegal's disposal to execute studies in relatively short 
time-frames. 
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It must be remembered that in matters of technical assistance, France, and 
Senegal, opted for a system of globalization. France kept its contribution 
at a certain plateau and everything which went beyond this threshold was 
assumed by Senegal. Although having some advantages (accurate calculation 
of the financial strain on the French government, for better administration 
and rationalization of personnel), this system was no longer adapted to the 
circumstances, which became more and more unfavorable, especially with the 
inflation of 1977, which saw the costs of technical assistance expand 
vertiginously. 


It is this situation which led Senegal to ask France to reconsider its ceiling; 
which it did in 1978, by agreeing to defray costs occasioned by wage 
increases, 


It was in this spirit that the prime minister asked for the elimination of 
positions for technical assistants that had been vacant for a year. 


Presently, the cost of French technical assistance is estimated at 10.2 
billion, of which France pays 5.5 billion: the difference (4.7 billion) 

was left in the hands of the Senegalese government. One technical assistant, 
the minister of planning and cooperation explained to us, comes to around 

5 million per year with all costs included (lodging, furniture, tax advan- 
tages, and counterpart funds). 


He also says that French advisers employed by the mixed economic enterprises 
are taken care of directly by these organizations which send directly to 
France the counterpart currency, which amounts to from 200 to 400 thousand 
francs CFA per month. 





Apart from France, advisers from other countries are found in development 
projects. This is the case with the Federal Republic of Germany, Belgium, 
the Helvetic Confederation, China, the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea, and the Soviet Union (some of whose personnel working in secondary 
education have been reduced). 


Finally, the minister of planning and cooperation indicated that Senegal 
does not have the greatest number of technical assistants in Africa, because, 
he emphasizes, the countries called "progressive" ["socialist"] have many 
more. And too, he believes firmly that we will have need of advisers for 
some years; which however does not prevent the Senegalese Government from 
considering the gradual withdrawal of technical assistance personnel with 
"lucidity." 


‘Delicate Question’

[Text] The question of assistance is a delicate one. Strong feelings and 
hang-ups generally impair reflection on this so very important subject. 
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Wrongly, one tries to measure sovereignty and progressiveness in a country 
by the number of technical assistants it employs. In reality, in present 
conditions, no Third World country can do without technical assistance, 

They all resort to it; only the forme of thie assistance can vary. Develop- 
ment indeed calle for a technology and expertise at the disposal of the 
developed countries. We must without misgivings become their students. 


Aware of this requirement, the “moderate” as well as the “progressive” 
developing countries appeal to donors, the latter [progressives] even more 
than the former. However, it is essential to limit technical assistance 
personnel to the minimum number possible. In Senegal, for example, the 
1,498 advisers who presently work here cost 10,2 billion france CFA, which, 
fortunately, our country does not have to provide all by iteelf, Thies 
extremely high cost can hardly be significantly reduced, since in order to 
agree to leave his country, to mortgage his career at home perhaps, a 
powerful financial incentive is necessary, 


Technical assistance can also be a [deceptively] easy path. The state which 
makes use of ite services being unable to give all necessary priority to the 
formation of national cadres, which are expensive to generate and long 
delayed in bearing fruit. Thies ie to forget that development is first of 
all a matter of the nation. 


Given equal qualifications, nationals will always perform better than 
advisers, Thus, it is by not reacting to hang-ups, and by taking into 
account both the necessity of calling on technical assistance and the need 
to work toward its elimination that this delicate question must be 
approached. It is to set false standards to make it the barometer of some 
hypothetical nationalism or hypothetical sovereignty. 
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FOREIGN MINISTER STRESSES GREATER INTERNATIONAL ROLE

[Texy/ Seychelles’ growing stature in international relations has once 
again been emphasised, this time by the Minister for Foreign Affairs, Mr. 
Jacques Hodoul, yesterday, following talke with yet more high-ranking 
officials of foreign governments passing through Seychelles. 


Yesterday morning Mr. A. Shvedov, “hief of the African Department of the 
Soviet Ministry of Foreign Affairs, accompanied by the Soviet Ambassador 
in Seychelles, Mr. Alexander Startsev, called on Mr. Hodoul and his 
Principal Secretary, Mr. Jeremie Bonnalame, to discuss the Republic's 
foreign policy vis-a-vis various major international issues. 


Talking to our reporter after the meeting, Minister Hodoul said: "We 
have noticed that many countries, especially the big powers, are respect- 
ing our country and ite foreign policy more and more.” 


The Seychelles Foreign Minister pointed out that Mr. Shvedov's visit here 
closely followed that of his counterpart in the French Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, Mr. Guy Georgy, which ended but three days ago. The Foreign 
Ministry, Mr. Houdul said, was expecting more representatives of other 
governments in the near future. 


Minister Hodoul then explained that the respect we now enjoy was in fact 
due Seychelles on the principle of the equality of all nations. “In 
international relations," he continued, “the essential thing is that the 
size or power of a country does not count. What counts is that all 
nations, whether they have a population of some hundred million or one of 
juet 65,000, are equal. When we sit in the United Nations, for example, 
we all have one vote each which carries the same weight.” 


However, Minister Hodoul pointed out, there was something else that com- 
mands the increasing respect of even the big powers for our country:

Meanwhile drilling at what has been named the Owen Bank A--1 Well continues 
at an approximate depth of 4,114 metres (13,500 feet) in the continued hope 
of a discovery.

Police action during the 
Cape school riots had 
proved that discipline was 
the only way to solve the 
riots. 


As soon as discipline — by 
way of police action — was 
instituted on school grounds 
the problem ceased. The 
police would continue to act 
strongly against undiscip- 
lined schooichildren. 

“We are not prepared to 
negotiate with children. We 
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Will talk to children but we 
will negotiate with adults,” 
Grange said 

It was an absolute necessi- 
ty that pupils and young 

ople maintained discip- 
ine in South Africa, “for we 
will not allow them to dic. 
tate to us regarding the 
maintenance of law and 
order.’ 

Mr Le Grange said the 
Rabie Commission of In- 
quiry was also considering 
“the unnatural publicity by 
the media of terrorist fune- 
rails.” 

He said South Africa had 
only two so-called opera- 
tional areas, namely to the 
east of Messina and in north- 
ern Natal. 

Terrorists shot in these 
areas could be buried under 
operational circumstances. 
But if a terrorist was shot 
elsewhere in the Republic 
the law provides that a post- 
mortem examination must 
be held into the death, and 
that the body must be re- 
turned to the family where 
possible. 

He said legislation did not 
say who may or who may not 
attend a funeral in South 
Africa. 

Referring to a congress 
resolution that measures 
should be taken to give less 
publicity to terrorist funer- 
als, Mr Le Grange said the 
police were trying their best 
to allow such funerals to 
take place as “ordinary fam- 
ily occasions”. 

It was in nobody's interest 
that terrorist funerais 
should be published as if 
they were important public 
happenings.

[Excerpt/ In a sudden move this week the Cabinet stripped the Department 
of Co-operation and Development of its awesome powers to control Land 
consolidation. 


From now on all aspects of land consolidation will be the sole function 
of the Commission for Co-operation and Development. 


lt operates almost as a parastatal institution, entirely separate from 
the mammoth department which until now has operated as a state within a 
state, controlling every aspect of black life. 

"It's chaos here today," a top Government figure said as officials woke 
up to the import of Mr P.W. Botha's announcement that the commission, 
chaired by Nationalist MP Mr Hennie van der Walt, would be given nego- 
tiating and executive powers. 


The surprise announcement followed Wednesday's special Cabinet meeting on 
the proposed consolidation of the homelands. 


The Department of Co-operation and Development has persistently resisted 
all suggestions that it should shed some of its functions to other 
departments. 


At its Pretoria head office about 106 officials are employed specifically 
on consolidation issues such as the purchase of land and the resettlement 
of people. 


They administer a consolidation budget which for the current financial 
year amounts to R100-million. 
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But the activity also involves many other 
areas, agricultural advisory services and development projects and plan- 


ning. 


From now on these powers and functions will be ceded entirely to che 
commission which will have its own budget, will control all the financial 
resources for land purchases, will appoint its own personnel and devise 


officials in chief commissioners '

The condiuons provide that 
@ No person shall have access 
to any detainee except with the 
approval of the officer in com- 
mand of the place of detention. 
@ A detainee shall not commu- 
nicate with any person outside 
the place of detentions. except 
with the consent of the officer 
in command of the piace of 
detention. 
@ The officer in command of 
the place of detention shail re- 
ceive and pay into an account 
any money paid in on behaif of 
a detainee to such an amount 
as may be considered reason- 
able by such am officer. and. 
@ A reasonable supply of pri- 
vate clothing, approved by the 
officer in command of the 
place of detention, may be re- 
ceived at the place of detention 
on behalf of the detainee.

"Growth Alone Is No Cure-all"/ 


[' WAS high time someone stood 
up, as Dr Van Zyl! Slabbert did 
on Tuesday, and warned that eco- 
nomic growth is not in fact we 

nacea for all our socio-political 
ills. For white South Africa is in 
danger of over-subscribing, if one 
may put it that way, to the Gov- 
ernment's new-found belief in the 
efficacy of growth as the all-pur- 
pose instrument for achieving 
change. 

Obviously, prosperity is conduc- 
ive to change. We hardly need to 
be persuaded of that, since we 
have been wi gee be ourselves for 
years — while y's Nationalists 
were still locked into Dr Ver- 
woerd’s ‘‘poor and white’ attitude 
of mind. But it is not in itself a 
magic formula. 

e trouble is, it is all too easy 
for a privileged class to come to 
believe that it is, particularly 
when political leaders are actively 
ae such beliefs. It is an 
irresistibly attractive philosophy 
which holds that the way to do 
your bit for your country is to 
make more money for yourself; 
that the richer you get the more 
you will be helping the poor, and 
the more the country’s problems 
will simply melt away. 
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This is why Dr Slabbert's gentle 
warning was so timely. Here we 
are in the midst of a boom, he 
pointed out, yet if you look about 
you will see that we are also in 
the midst of misery. There is still 
massive unemployment. There is 
famine in KwaZulu. 


The Institute of Race Relations 
has just reported that the poverty 
in our rural areas is worse than 
ever before. Among the worst in 
the world, in fact — worse even 
than the national figures for such 
countries as Botswana, Zaire, Ni- 
ger and Malaysia. 


These appalling statistics under- 
line Dr Slabbert’s point: growth of 
itself does not remove the prob- 
lem of unemployment, or close the 
gap between rich and poor. Indeed 
it can actually worsen both. The 
benefits of growth have to be pur- 

sefully directed at these prob- 
ems before there will be an 
improvement. 


And for that to happen there 
must be a positive and carefully 
worked-out policy. It is fallacious 
to imagine that it will happen of 
its own accord so long as the 
economy is booming.

Hope Mamabolo, was taken 
from his place. of work this 
week by men who said they 
were members of the Security 
Police. 

Feilow workers of Mr Mama- 
bolo at the Johannesburg City 
Council Traffic Department 
said he was taken away at 9am 
on Wednesday. 

Relatives of Mr Mamabolo 
said police at John Vorster 
Square had said they were not 
holding him. By late yesterday, 
attempts to obtain official 
police comment had been 
unsuccessful. 

In the Johannesburg Magis- 
trate’s Court yesterday, an 
application for bail for Mr 
Mavi and Mr Diamini was 
refused. They will remain in 
police custody. 

During the strike, Mr Mavi 
was detained in the corridors of 
the Rand Supreme Court. 
Police said at the time that 
they were investigating charges 
against him of sabotage. 

It is understood that Mr Mavi 


and Mr Dlamini have been 
charged under Clauses (5), :d) 
and (f) of Section 21 (1) of the 
1962 Act. 


This section carries a mini- 
mum penalty of five years’ jail, 
and a maximum of death. 
According to the Act, people 
convicted under it ‘are liable 
on conviction to the penalties 
provided for by law for the 
offence of treason’. 


The relevant clauses make it 
an offence for a person to com- 
mit ‘‘any wrongful and wilful 
act whereby he injures, dam- 
ages, destroys, renders useless 
or unserviceable, puts out of 
action, tampers with, pollutes, 
contaminates or endangers 
any of the following: 

@ The maintenance of law and 
order; 

@ The supply or distribution of 
light, power, fuel, foodstuffs or 
water, or of Sanitary, medical 
or fire extinguishing services. 
@ The free movement of traffic 
on land, at sea, or in the air.

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SURVEY SHOWS DECLINE IN BLACK BUYING POWER

[Text/ The buying power of many black Johannesburg City Council workers' 
wages dropped by almost one-fifth in the 2 and 1/2 years ending in June, 
according to a study released yesterday. 


And even after the "huge" wage increase for council workers granted this 
June, their buying power was still 13 percent less than it had been in 
January 1977, the survey concludes. 


It also finds that many of the council's black workers can buy less with 
their wages now than they could in mid-1975, even after the recent wage 
increase granted by the council. 


Black municipal workers in Johannesburg struck recently for higher wages 
and the recognition of the Black Municipality Workers Union. 


The wage study, by Dr Jeremy Keenan of the social anthropology department 
at Wits University, was based on minimum wage rates for black workers 
supplied by the city council to PFP City Councillor Mrs Janet Levine. 


Mrs Levine previously charged that the majority of black council workers 
received the minimum wage rate, regardless of their length of service. 


Dr Keenan said yesterday the study indicated that black Johannesburg 
municipal workers have "had the skids put under them" by the inflation 
rate and small pay rises. 


The workers, who are migrants, would not be able to make up the backlog 
with income from the rural areas because of the increasing poverty in 
those areas.

ETHANOL PROJECT BEGUN--A R25-million project to produce 40-million litres 
of ethanol a year from casava root in the Hoedspruit district was Launched 
this week, Transvaal Ethanol has issued 36-million 50¢ shares for sale 

A further R7-million Loan has been 
raised from foreign sources. According to the company prospectus, con- 
struction of the plant will be undertaken by a large Austrian chemical 
engineering company, Vogelbusch.

JAPANESE ALUMINUM SMELTER--Alusaf, the Richards Bay aluminium smelter in 
which IDC and Alusuisse hold big interests, is to buy a Japanese smelter 
now in mothballs and save itself embarking on a mooted R230-million 
expansion programme. The purchase of the smelter will enable Alusaf to 
double production. Alusaf is in the final stages of buying from Nippon 
Light Metals an 87 000 tons-a-year smelter. Provided the deal is finally 
signed by the end of August--and there appear to be no snags of signifi- 
cance--the shipment of the smelter, which will be a costly operation, will 
begin at the end of the year. Mr D.E.J. van Vuuren, managing director of 
Alusaf, has been in Japan talking to Nippon. His deputy, Mr Johannes 
Diemont, says that the Local market for primary aluminium is so firm that 
Alusaf has either postponed a number of contracts or repurchased aluminium 
from contractors, or negotiated cancellation of export contracts. A 
senior executive in the aluminum industry told me: "The installation of 
the Japanese smelter at Richards Bay to double production will provide 
primary aluminium far beyond the needs of the local market for the next 
few years. It will start producing in mid-1982. "Therefore exports will 
be needed. But at the same time we shall promote aluminium strongly 
locally because consumption here is among the lowest in developing coun- 
tries at 3,lkg per capita, compared with 2lkg per capita in the US, 14kg 
in Western Germny and llkg in the UK. "We lag behind in transportation 
where aluminium is used overseas on a great scale in road and rail tankers 
because of energy saving, not only when the tankers are filled but also 

on their return journeys. ‘With aluminium rail and road trucks the trans- 
porter achieves a high payload and energy saving. Trains are also built

high levels. Before gold was released from the fixed official $35 an 
ounce structure in the late 60's the gold mining industry was unable to 
raise wages to any meaningful degree, the Chamber says in its latest 
bulletin. At that stage about half of South Africa's gold mines were 

kept working by State aid. The motivation to increase wages significantly 
has been largely moral, with the gold industry realising its need to move 
away from what was clearly an unacceptably low wage structure, and the 
need to become more competitive with other industries’ wage structures, 
says the Chamber. After last month's pay award, black gold miners’ wages 
now average more than R195 monthly and more than R135 monthly for surface 
workers. The industry has been spending millions of rands yearly to 
improve black miners’ living conditions and on providing better_job oppor-

The spokesman said that if the measures to be taken will be implemented 
as planned, the company will be saved from collapse. 


The spokesman said that Zamhort's unprofitable provincial depots will 
definitely have to wind up as the company cannot continue to support them, 


He explained that when Zamhort opens provincial depots, it grants such 
depots with funds with a view that they can Later operate profitably 
after meeting their running costs. 


He said that this is the main objective of setting up provincial depots. 


The spokesman, who did not mention how many provincial depots will be 
affected, admitted that a good number of them are profitable and can 
stand on their own without turning to the headquarters for financial 
assistance. 


On the cutting of the number of workers the spokesman said that his company 


will do all in its power to see to it that the figure of redundancies is 
minimal. 
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He explained that this measure will, however, take some time to implement
